CALIFORNIA AND NEVADA. 

PROSPECTS Of THE OPPOSITION OCEAN 
LINE. 

ArroBt of Thiovoa and Robbora. 

San Fhancihcu, Oct 31. — It is 
probable ihe railroad disagreement as 
to the question of fares bus Ljiven rise 
to the rumors of a change in the atti 
tude of the Central Pacific relative to 
the north west trade, among which is 
the report of a new lino of steamers 
running between Portland and San 
Francisco in the interest of the abovo 
road. There is no disguising the fact 
that considerable fooling has been on- 
gendered by the position assumed by 
the Northern Pucilic in relation to this 
market, and the trade of southern Ore- 
gon generally, while it is conceded on 
all Hides that competition for California 
trade between the Northern and Cen- 
tral Pnciric would lead to a war at- 
tended by no profit to the roads in- 
volved. [<'ml. Crocker in conversa- 
tion to-dav relative to the view the 
Central Pacific takes of the reputed 
aim of the Northern Pacific to enter 
into competition for ( 'ulifornia business 
stated that should it persist in coming 
into territory other than its own the 
Central would devise efteutive mea- 
sures to check it, and thereby protect 
itself. 

Virginia City, N'ev., Nov. 1. — In 
Order to test the statement of Treasurer 
Nevin, whoso vault was robbed of 
seven thousand dollars on the night of 
Oct. ;50th, that the lock did not act, 
the lock of the Vale Lock Co. was set 
set for six o'clock and when the hour 
arrived it was found the time lock 
■would not work. Two more trials 
were given with the same result. The 
robbery continues to create much ex- 
citement. A large reward has been 
offered for the capture of the robbers. 

Thomas McDonald and James II. 
Dolian, accomplices of Leroy who 
murdered Nicholas Skenett last August, 
have been captured by Chief Detective 
Capt. Lees. Both men made a confes- 
sion of their going with Leroy but 
claim to have had no hand in the mur- 
der. Their confessions will be read to 
Leroy to-day to sec what he has to say- 
about thorn. 

Ban Francisco, Nov. 1 — Miss Sarah 
Anthesa Hill, whu claims to be Mrs. 
Sharon, hua brought nuit in tho superior 
court against Senator Sharon for divorce, 
a division t>f the alleged community of 
property and alimony. Miss Hill alleges 
that she was married to tho Senator on 
August 20, 1880, and that they lived and 
cohabited together up to November, 1881, 
when he deserted her. She charges Shar- 
on with repeated acts of transgression . 
She says that when she married Senator 
Sharon he was deeply in debt and had 
not in money and property more than 
five millions, but that since their marriage 
by prudent managument|of mines, fortu- 
nate speculations, manipulations of the 
Btoek market and business enterprises, 
thoy had accumulated in money and pro- 
perty more than ten millions, so that now 
defendant has in his possession or under 
hiB control money and property of tho 
value of at least fifteen millions. She 
asks that an account he taken of all busi- 
ness transactions since their marriage to 
ascertain the amount of their common 
property, so that tho same may be equally 
divided between them.

CUITEAU'S SKELETON. 

TJia Assassin's Bono3 and. Faco on 
Exhibition in a Medical Mvtsoum. 

The skeleton of the late Charles J. 
Guiteau, the assassin of President Gar- 
Geld, having been formally turned over 
to tho surgeon general, is now exhibited 
in a upright glass case situated in the 
North end of the Army .Museum Hall, 
on Tenth street, says the Washington 
Gazette. A reporter, having received 
a "pointer'' to the above effect, started 
off to tho museum to investigate the 
matter. Passing by large cases full of 
skulls, arms, pickled babies., and other 
curiosities' of humanity,, ' Life • upright 
case was iiual'y reached. It was per- 
fectly new and glistened under a recent 
coat of shining varnish. The interior 
was decorated with hangings - four hu- 
man skeletons suspended by their 
skulls and glistening in their snowy 
Whiteness. The two largest, one of 
which is Guiteau, bear no labels. The 
.smaller cities were placarded the "negro 
girl" and "skeleton of a boy." Of the 

fortuer that of the assassin ran be easily 
distinguished by its height. Guiteau 
was -"i feet U or 10 inches. The skele- 
ton corresponds with those figures. I 
The purpose of putting other skeletons 
in the case was doubtless to prevent 
suspicion. A close scrutiny of < i ti i - 
tea's bones showed that each distinct 
portion bad been worked with a very 
small letter "D" in indelible ink by 
the museum authorities, probably as a 
means of identification in case they 
are ever stolen. Another noticeable 
feature was a slight stoop of the 
shoulders, which those who saw tho 
man will recognize at once. 

The reporter turned to tlis gentle- 
man whn gave the information and 
asked where the bead vviis kept. "The 
head was skinned after the autopsy," 
he replied. "It was then stuffed, 
sewed up and pickled in alcohol, and 
is now in this building. v Vould vou 
like to see ill" 

The reporter replied affirmatively, 
and was taken to a room in the north- . 
em portion of the museum, where he 
was shown the head that planned the 
second presidential assassination in tin 
United States. The preservation was 
remarkable, and showed the perfect 
expression of Guiteau's face as he 
dropped into eternity with tie: final 
words of the doggerel hymn on his 
lips. 

"What was done with his flush?" 
queried the reporter. "Was it thrown 
into a sewer, as published?" 

"No, it was not," he replied. "Gui- 
teau's flesh was cremated in the build- 
ing at noon of Nov. 27, 188'2, nftei it 
whs stripped from ihe skeleton." 

"How!" 

"It was shovelled into the furnace 
below, and the ashes of the assassin 
now grace some ash dump in the sub- 
urbs of Washington."

THE STRAITS CABLE. 

We have over and ovor again advocated 
the laying of u submarine cable across the 
straits from a point in the neighborhood of 
Race Rocks to a point nearly opposite on 
the American side of the Btruits. The 
soundings for a cabloin that vicinity were 
taken more than two years ago, and the 
results could not have been more favora- 
ble. Last year the sum of i-LS.OOO was 
voted by the Dominion parliament to lay 
the cable and make the connection. It 
was afterwards given out that a cable 
would arrive hero in September. Novem- 
ber has been reached and the cable, for 
aught we know to the contrary, is still 
untnadb. However, the public must live 
in hope that the alternate line via the 
straits will shortly be secured. Depend- 
ence on the present line, particularly dur- 
ing the winter, has been shown by years 
of experience to be most unwise. The 
existing lino from Victoria to Seattle, 
which runs via Nanaimo, Point Cirey anil 
New Westminster, is fully 100 miles long- 
er than tho old route via .San Juan and 
other islands. Much of it passes through 
forests where from tire m the summer 
and Btornis in winter frequent interrup 
tiutJB occur. The line is often very dif- 
ficult to repair— during tires impossible. 
If a straits cable should be laid it will be 
of little uso to Victoria as a commercial 
lino, if laid (as has been suggested) near 
the mouth ot the straits from I'oint San 
Juan to Neah Hay, for the simple reason 
that it will requiro land lines on both 
sides of the straits to connect with it, 
which lines must of necessity be through 
an unsettled country where there are no 
roads, and through dense forests where 
breaks must be frequent ami repairs ex 
ceedingly difficult and tedious. Whereas, 
with tho original plan ot carrying it across 
from Race Hocks to Hurt Angeles, or 
some place near, greater facilities Would 
be obtained for doing business in connec- 
tion with the American system, while the 
land lines on each side of the straits could 
still be used for the benefit of shipping, 
without it being at all necessary tor the 
Victoria business to pass over them. In 
view of the probable increase of business 
consequent on the completion ol the 
Northern Pacific lliiilvruy, a straits cable 
is more of a necessity than ever. The 
headquarters of tho British Columbia tel- 
egraph system should bo in Victoria. h 
could easily bo fixed here and still retain 
connection with the mainland through 
Canadian territory, while the southern 
businuss would avoid the delays caused by 
the frequent interruption of the line be 
tweon the boundary at Su nuts and Seat - 
tle, which is a hard line to keep in repair, 
and which was the cause of the greatest 
delays to business during the past sum- 
mer, These views have been frequently 
urged on the Dominion government, anil 
Mr. Giscombe was understood to have 
given them his approval; but why the 
first step to carry them out has not been 
taken is a conundrum which we hope 
soon to hear answered. 



THE BACHMAN FAILURE. 

ARREST OP J- BACHMAN ON A 
CHARGE OF LARCENY. 

0uriou9 Complications -with Insur- 
ance Companies. 



The Oregonian says that J. Kachuian, 
of the firm of Hachmnn Bros., who lately 
failed m Portland, has been arrested on 
two charges of larceny. A3 the case de- 
velops further disreputable conduct is 
brought to light. Ill addition to a large 
insurance business for the seven com 
panics which they represented, the linn 
did an extensive brokerage insurance 
business. That, is to saj , they took a 
lino of insurance too large for their own 
companies to carry, and reinsured the 
surplus in other agencies. Premiums due 
Dobinsou's agency for reinsurance are 
roported at §2,500 and Laidlaw's .?1,000. 
All this money tho Bachmans have col- 
lected from tho policy holders and failed 
to turn over to the companies A [.obey 
on the Stato Investment (premium §80) 
was issuod to a Front street firm early in 
July. Bachmans were paid and gave a 
receipt Septomber 1st. This premium, 
though four months had elapsed, has never 
been paid to the company issuing the 
policy. Litigation is certain to result from 
tho complications. The insurers claim 
that not having received a consideration 
they are not required to give protection 
and may cancel the policies. Bachman, 
they claim, was an agent of tin- insured, 
and the insurer, as principal, 11 liable 
for his acts so far as it relates to the 
placing of that particular insurance. (>n 
the other hand the policy holders claim 
that the policy itself is evidence of pay- 
ment of premium and the customary ere 
dit of thirty or sixty days is only an ac- 
commodation by the agent to the insured, 
and the premiums become a debt of the 
linn to the agent personally. Another 
claim of the insured is that the companies 
which issued the policies should have used 
diligence in reporting to the policy hold 
ers that premiums had not been paid and 
should not have let matters run on inde- 
finitely.

LORD LOHNE. 

So it would appear that Lord Lome is 
still interesting himself in behalf of Can 
uda. IJis article 111 the London Times on 
Victoria's "greatest colony," us he terms 
the Dominion, will be read with eager in- 
terest. The late governor-general may not 
be as brilliant a diplomat as his immed- 
iate predecessor, but he is a.s industrious 
and much more earnest and true.

Yes; Lord Lome 
is an able statesman and a true friend, 
and British Columbians will ever have 
deep cause to recall the visit of himself 
and his royal spouse with feelings of 1111- 
nlloyod pleasure not unmixed with grati- 
tude.

Indian Territory en route for Texas shot 
Bothelmy through the head and took pos- 
session of his trunk, containing diamonds 
and jewelry worth $7,000, together with 
his outfit, consisting of sheep and stock 
worth §10,000, She buried the body ai 
Skeleton ranch and started south, but 
was arrested about nine miles from where 
the murder was committed. The case 
was worked up by tho United States Mar- 
shal. 

Hard on a Now York Hoirosa.

Something over two yearn ago 
a New York heiress married in tine state 
a citizen of Montreal, where the young 
couple went to live.

! entire sum, $220,000 which she had given 
him, or an account of what he had done 
I with it. This action has just been decided 
, in favor of t he defendant, on the ground 
that the plaintiff is still his wife the 
I Canadian decision thus admitting the 
1 validity of the New York marriage, but 
! refusing to recognize the New York di- 
vorce. By taking up her residence in 
this state of course the plaintiff can enjoy 
the anvantages of her judicial release from 
her husband, but at the cost of nearlly all 
her fortune. — TVo- Hour, 

THE EXPLOSIONS. 

What London Irishmen Say of 
Thorn. 

London, Oct. 31. — The explosions have 
caused intense excitement in Irish circles 
111 London. The Irish almost unanimous- 
ly think the outrages were due to the de- 
liberately planuod machinations of the 
enemies of the National party in Ireland, 
who intend to create an anti-Irish feeling 
in England. It will be next to impossi- 
ble, they think, to have a perfectly im- 
partial jury to try O'Donnell. It is also 
remarked that the explosions occurred 
about the moment when Davitt was open- 
ing his address in St. James' Hall. It is 
stated that the police are unaware of the 
presence in London of any of O'Dotiovan 
llossa dynamiters. However, all the 
Irish rendezvous are closely watched.

The infamies said to be practised by 
this population are beyond description. 
Cannibalism ia said to prevail, the white 
man is held iu the greatest abhorrence, 
and we heard of tho rooted determination 
of the jet blacks to ex terminate the yel 
low skinned, feeble nitillato castes of I he 
seaports. Our captain warned us not to 
spend the night on shore in any of the 
ports wo visited, for fear of personal vio- 
lence or simple malignity. The island is 
pretty thickly peopled, and ia divided be- 
tween the I lay tians of the west and tile 
light skinned, intelligent, French speak- 
ing San Doiningoans of the east.' 

The greatest dissimilarity exists be- 
tween those geographical divisions. The 
San Domingo people are full of energy 
and push, eager for railroads and tele- 
graphs, enlightened, and more or loss civ- 
ilized. The Ilaylians are reported by 
those who know tbein intimately to be 
savage, depraved, opposed to every form 
of white civilization, and devoured by the 
most baleful vices and diseases. They 
speak a French jargon very hard to un - 
derstand, a lingo made up ot lacerated 
French conjunctions and genders, plenti- 
fully sprinkled with words of their own 
coinage. There are peculiar horrible 
in ii huhes provailiug among them; their 
aense of decency is of the slightest, and 
their reputation for trickery is such that 
we have had to guard ourselves constant- 
ly against their cunning and fraud. 

The country is one of striking loveli- 
ness, ii (lower garden stocked with the 
rarest growths. We saw the finest 
growths of rosewood and mahogany 
woods smothered in imperial vines, an 
atmosphere laden with suggestions of 
blossoming spices; but to get to all this, 
nothing but difficult bridle paths or inac- 
cessible lanes, with here and there a road 
wide enough for a carriage. We met 
troops of silent, malicious-looking, ob- 
lique-glancing blacks as we road on horso- 
back or wandered through the towns, 
creatures that gazed with amazement and 
horror to see whites invading their do- 
mains. One old woman riding on a horse 
was so startled by our cavalcade that she 
forgot herself ami was Btiddenly taken un- 
der the chin by an over-arching limb, 
lifted oil' her animal and deposited not 
very gently nil the ground below, to the 
iutiiiito amusement of tho party. 

It was painful and shocking to hear tho 
stories of Haytian depravity to which wo 
had to listen— the foul superstitions, the 
rank barbarism, the total illiteracy and 
indifference to education prevailing in the 
country. We were told that a traveller 
had discovered human llesh for aalo at ono 
of the markets of the interior, and had 
bought a piece of it to bring away with 
him as a curiosity and as evidence of the 
slate of things there. 

Witchcraft, vocdouisui, and nameless 
immorality are. rampant. If there is any 
Christianity, it is of the lowest type. The 
grossest corruption foBters in the munici- 
pal organization and in the administrative 
scheme, if there ia anything that can he 
called such.
